Highway Commission 
Promises Co-opera- 
tion on Speeding 
Route 270 — Three 
Highways Needed.

Ways in which to expedite con- 
struction of new roads into the 
Columbia Bottoms area will be 
distussed with the Missouri 
Highway Department at a con- 
ference in Jefferson City this 
week, it was announced yester- 
day by the Industrial Park Corp. 


The corporation is a non-profit 
agency set up by the Chamber 
of Commerce of Metropolitan 
St. Louis to develop plant sites 
on a.tract of farmland near the | 
confluence of the Mississippi 
and the Missouri rivers, 11 miles 
north of downtown St. Louis. 


At present, Columbia Bottoms

is an isolated area served by 
one. poorly maintained county 
road. Industries could not be ex- 
pected to contract for plant sites 
there unless new roads were as- 
sured. The industrial park spon- 
sors are relying on the state to 
build two roads and on St. Louis 
county to provide a third, 


Circumferential Route. 


One new road, designated In- 
terstate Route 270, is to pass 
three-fourths of a mile south of 
Columbia Bottoms, providing an 
interchange at Riverview boule- 
vard, This will be part of a cir- 
cumferential expressway carry- 
ing traffic around St. Louis and 
East St. Louis. 


The State Highway Depart- 
ment will build the Missouri por- 
tion of this expressway. Federal 
funds will defray 96 per cent of 
the cost, the remaining 10 per 
cent to be divided between the 
state and St. Louis county. 


A start on construction has 
been delayed because federal aid 
for road-building in Missouri, 
originally set at $70,000,000 for 
the. year, has been cut $20,- 
000,000 or more. 


Another complicating factor is 
a dispute between the Bureau of 
Public Roads and the Army 
Corps of Engineers over the 
height of a bridge proposed to 
carry the road over the Missis- 
sippi river. 

The State Highway Commis- 
sion has promised full co-opera- 
tion in efforts to speed work on 
Route 270. The Industrial Park 
Corp. may offer to take options 
on land that will be needed for 
thé interchange. at Riverview 
boulevard, to forestall any delay 
in construction of this important 
connection. 

Road Along West Boundary. 


Another new road vital to de- 
velopment of Columbia Bottoms 
would run along the west side of 
the industrial park, extending 
from. Riverview on the south to 
Strodtman road near the Mis- 
souri river on the north. 

The Industrial! Park Corp. 
would provide the right-of-way 
for this artery, which would be 
built ‘by the state. The road ulti- 
mately could form a link in a 
new highway between St. Louis 
and the Alton-Wood River area.

The resi- 
dence was purchaser earlier this 
year by Ralston Purina, and is

McDonald Leverage 
in Steel Dispute. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19. (UPI) — 
The United Steelworkers agreed 
on new three-year contracts with 
five aluminum companies today. 
The agreements give 37,500 work- 
ers wage increases and fringe 
benefits estimated by the union 
at 30 cents an hour. 


Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ica, bellwether of the industry, 
announced at the same time that 
it had reached a parallel agree- 
ment. covering 9700 employes 
represented by the AFL-CIO 
Aluminum Workers International 
Union. 


The aluminum settlement, com- 
ing on the heels of settlements 
with the can and copper indus- 
tries, gave Steelworkers Presi-, 
dent David J. McDonald a new 
bargaining weapon to use when 
he resumes talks with the steel 
companies Monday in Washing- 
ton. 

The aluminum agreement, 
reached in 11 days of negotia- 
tions here with McDonald and 
key industry executives partici- 
pating, followed the pattern of 
contracts signed earlier this 
month with major can com- 
panies. It is retroactive to Aug. 
1, when the old contracts ex- 
pired, and runs to July 31, 1962. 


Plants Covered. 


Mr. Williams, blind and deaf, 
had been ill more than a week 
with his fourth pneumonia infec- 
tion in the last year. His daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Willie Mae Bowles, 
was at his bedside when the end 
came at 3:30 p.m. 

He lived out his last days at 
Mrs. Bowles’s home near Hous- 
ton, unaware of a controversy 
over whether he actually fought 
in the War between the States. 

The controversy began last 
Sept. 3 when a writer for the 
Scripps-Heward Newspaper Al- 
liance reported he had dug up 
old census records indicating Wil- 
liams. was only 8 years old when 
he- was said to have joined Gen. 
Hood’s brigade 11 months be- 
fore the close of the war. 

Despite this, the President, the 
Army and Congress cited him, 
and historical societies recogniz- 
ed him as the last of the men 
who fought for the Blue or the 
Gray. 

He never fired a shot against 
the Yankees, although he heard 
a few, he recalled, when Union 
troops fired on him-one day. 


He was a forager for Hood’s 
Texas Brigade and later served 
with Quantrill’s Raiders. 


*‘What do you mean, ‘what is 
a forager?’”’ he once replied to 
a reporter. “I stole food, that’s 
what.” 


In 1954 Congress awarded him 
a gold medal. This year it ap- 
proved a resolution, which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower signed, declar- 
ing the day of his death a day of 
national mourning with flags to 
be flown at half staff. 

Body to Lie in State. 


The body will lie in state in 
the foyer. of the Harris county 
courthouse for 48 hours begin- 
ning at 9 a.m. Monday. An hon- 
or guard of soldiers from the 
Fourth Army will stand at at- 
tention. 

At 9 a.m. Wednesday, a mili- 
tary guard will march with the 
body from the courthouse to the 
South Main Baptist Church four 
miles away for funeral services 
that will begin at 11 a.m. 

Tentative plans called for send- 
ing the body to Franklin, Tex., 
his old home, for burial.

Two companies estimated the 
over-all wage increase and fringe 
benefit at less than the 
USW estimate. Alcoa said the 
package totaled about 28.5 cents 
an hour an employe, and Kaiser 
placed the figure at 28.7 cents an 
hour. 

The USW said wage increases 
for the three years totaled about 
21 cents, the same as in the can 
settlement, with the rest of the 
package made up of fringe bene- 
fits. However, application of the 
benefits differed from company 
to company and even from plant 
to plant within some companies. 

Arthur J. Goldberg, USW gen- 
eral counsel, said that the wage 
increases averaged ‘‘about 514 
cents an hour for the first year, 
around 8 cents the second year 
and 84 cents the third year.” 


receive direct wage increases 
averaging 4.8 cents an hour the 
first year; 7.1 cents the second 
year, and 8.9 cents in the third 
year. 

Cost-of- Rises. 

All of the agreements provided 
for a possible maximum pay- 
ment of 6 cents an hour in cost- 
of-living increases, baesd on the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics index, 
in the last two years of the con- 
tracts. The cost-of-living provi- 
sion was similar to that in the 
can industry. : 

Goldberg, speaking for Mc- 
Donald, expressed hope that the 
aluminum settlement would have 
“a salutary effect on steel in- 
dustry talks.” He said that 
“when the steel union is able to 
close mutually agreeable con- 
tracts with other industries, it 
raises the question: Why isn’t 
the steel industry able to nego- 
tiate a settlement?”

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19 
(AP)—Forest fire loss in Cali- 
fornia, amounted to $66,000,000 
in the 1959 season, one of the 
worst in 30 years.

Eisenhower demanded before go- 
ing to an East-West summit 
meeting.

However, Khrushchev said 
there is “ cation for the 
further pos ent of the con- 
clusion of a peace treaty with 
Germany’’ which, he added, has 
not proceeded because Bonn and 
the West feel conclusion of 
treaties with the two Germanys 
means finalization of the na- 
tion’s division.. 

“The Soviet government is 
firmly convinced that the con- 
clusion of a peace treaty is nec- 
essary to assure the security of 
the peoples of Europe,’’ Khrush- 
chev continued, adding: 

“If relations were relieved of 
the burden of mistrust and sus- 
picion, then we could conclude 
a treaty which would be the 
basis of peaceful relations for 
years to come.” 

Khrushchev expressed appre- 
ciation that West German-Soviet 
trade, consular agreements and 
scientific exchanges have been 
made “for the development of 
relations on a mutually bene- 
ficial basis.” He said the Soviet 
Union would gladly examine any 
concrete aspects of relations be- 
tween the two countries or ex- 
amine opportunities for exten- 
sion of mutual trade. 

Mikhail Kharlmomov, chief 
foreign ministry press officer, 
said in reply to questions that 
the Oct. 15 Khrushchev text was 
released now to correct a ‘“‘sort 
of farce” developing in the West 
German press about the letter’s 
actual contents, 


Mikhail Kharlmomov, Foreign 
Ministry press officer, said the 
reason for publishing the Oct. 15 
Khrushchev text now was to cor- 
rect erroneous impressions de- 
veloping out of articles written 
in the West German press. 

Khrushchev said the position 
of the Soviet Union on questions 
of disarmament and on German 
peace treaties was well known.

“The Soviet government is 
firmly convinced that the conclu- 
sion of a peace treaty is neces- 
sary to assure the security of the 
peoples of Europe,” he said.

DRUMRIGHT SAYS 


By RUTHERFORD POATS 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (UPI) 
—United States Ambassador Ev- 
erett F. Drumright, United States 
ambassador to Nationalist China, 
said today that Communist China 
now is militarily ready to “jump 
off at any time” on its long- 
threatened invasion of Formosa. 

He said he doubted, however, 
that the Reds would strike in the 
near future. And he said Nation- 
alist President Chiang Kai-shek 
will not start a war because he 
knows he would require United | 
States military support to return | 
to the Chinese mainland. | 

“He knows the United States 
would not embark on an effort to 
forcibly liberate the mainland 
under existing circumstances,” 
Drumright said. 

Drumright, former head of the 
big United States consulate lis- 
tening post in Hong Kong, made 
this assessment in an interview. 
He is here for consultations at 
the State Department. 

Expects Other Probings. 

He saw a major foreign policy 
shift in Red Peiping’s current at- 
titude toward neutralist India 
and Indonesia, in contrast with 
its earlier efforts to woo south- 
ern Asia. 

He predicted that Communist 
China’s expansionist probing of 
the Indian border will be re- 
peated ‘“‘sooner or later” on the 
Chinese borders of Pakistan, 
Nepal and Burma. 

“They now are showing their 
teeth to Asia and revealing their 
expansionist intentions,” he said.

charged by major drug firms. 


“Something is rotten in the 
United States if the several ma- 
jor manufacturers of an identi- 
cal ointment, with the benefits 
of mass production and pack- 
aging, all have a practically 
identical price of more than $7 
an ounce,” he said. ‘Research 
costs are in no way involved in 
this case.”

Eighty-seven 
per cent of all Missouri teachers 
earn less than $5500 annually. 
The national average is 72 per 
cent. 

For all public school instruc- 
tional staff members, which in- 
cludes administrators and others 
as well as teachers, the average 
annual salary in Missouri is 
$4558, nearly 12 per cent below 
the national average of $5160. 

The average in Missouri is 4.3 


per cent higher than last year, 
just about equal to the national 
gain of 4.5 per cent. The N.E.A. 
pointed out that this year’s rise 
in salaries was below the annual 
average gain of 5.6 per cent that 
has prevailed over the last 10 


years. 
Inflation Cuts Gain. 

Teachers’ salaries throughout 
the nation, the study showed, 
now are 71.4 per cent higher than 
they were in 1949-50. Inflation, 
however, has cut the gain in pur- 
chasing power to 38.9 per cent. 
Salaries are highest in the Far 
West where the average is $6168 
and lowest in the Southeast, 
where the average is $4058. 

The number of pubic school 
staff members in Missouri who 
will leave teaching this year was 


put at 4850 by the N.E.A. That 


is 15.3 per cent of the state’s 
entire school staff. Nationally 
only 8.5 per cent are expected to 
quit teaching this year. 

Current expeditures by Mis- 
souri schools per pupil in aver- 
age daily attendance amount to 
$331, ten per cent less than the 
national average of $369. Mis- 
soOuri expenditures increased 
over the previous year but not 
as much as the national aver- 
age. The state’s gain was 3.4 
per cent compared with 5.4 per 
cent nationally. 

The number of Missouri teach- 
ers who lack four-year college 
training amounts to 67 per cent 
of all those who are employed 
on a temporary basis because 
they lack full certification. For 
the entire country the ratio is 54 


The number of temporary 
teachers employed in Missouri, 
N.E.A. reported, is 2450, consti- 
tuting 8 per cent of the teach- 
ing force.

Based on some personal ex- 
periences and from reports from 
many sources, Outdoors offers 
the following conclusions, realiz- 
ing there are exceptions: 

Fishing—Generally poor in the 
large lakes like Norfork and Bull 
Shoals; just fair in the streams. 


Deer — Very good. Statistics 
are available to substantiate this 
conclusion. 

Quail—Excellent 
bordering on and south of the 
Missouri river; poor in most 
counties north of the river. 


Squirrels — Opened poorly in 


but picked up considerably be- 
fore end of the season Nov. 30. 


Rabbits—Spotty, but hunting, 
on the whole, good, particularly 
in counties where cottontails 
generally are abundant. 


Ducks, Geese—Poor to fair; 
fewer and wiser ducks. 


The dark spot on the outdoors 
calendar in 1959 was fishing, and 
no one seems able to offer a 
reasonable explanation. 

After an impoundment like 
Norfork or Bull Shoals is estab- 
lished, fishing usually borders on 
the sensational for a year or so 
and théfi tapers off to a certain 
level. This situation has long 
since occurred in the big lakes. 

Just what happened this year 
to affect the fishing is uncertain. 
In 1960, a complete reversal may 
occur and send sportsmen home 
happy. 

The bright spots in hunting 
were deer, which continue to 
multiply despite inroads on their 
habitat, and quail, which dropped 
to a dangerously low level 
several years ‘ago.

have been raised four times. in 
the last six years, will jump an 
additional 20 per cent on Jan. 1. 

The increased tax load — 
amounting to about two billion 
dollars—will hit just about every 
employer and worker in the 
country. 

This is the first of four in- 
creases in social security taxes 
which are scheduled to go into 
effect over the next nine years. 
The higher taxes will be needed 
to raise the revenue to pay for 
the mushrooming costs of the 
program under which 13,400,000 
persons now are drawing month- 
ly benefit checks. | 

The society security program 
now covers every worker except 
federal employes with their own 
retirement programs, certain 
state and local government work- 
ers, self-employed doctors and 
irregularly employed domestics 
and farm hands. 

Lower Take-Home Pay. 

The increase in taxes will be 
reflected immediately in lower 
take-home pay for wage and 
salaried employes. 

Starting with January pay 
checks, the Government will col- 
lect 3 per cent of the first 
$4800 in annual earnings of em- 
ployes. That compares with this 
year’s tax rate of 2.5 per cent. 
The tax rate was the same last 
year, but it applied then only to 
the first $3600 in earnings. 

What this means is that em- 
ployes earning $4800 or more a 
year will pay $144 in social se- 
curity taxes in 1960. That is an 
increase of $24 over the $120 
they paid this year. They paid 
$94.50 last year. 

The tax boost will hit em- 
ployers, too, since they must 
match the contributions of their 
employes to the social security 
system. 

Self-employed persons who pay 
a 50 per cent higher tax rate 
than employes will not feel the 
impact of the 1960 tax boost 
until April 1961, when they file 
their tax returns. ) 

Then, they will have to con- 
tribute 4% per cent of their 
first $4800 in 1960 earnings, or a 
maximum of $216. The tax on 
their earnings this year is 3% 
per cent, or a maximum of $180. 

Leveling of Tax Rate. 

By 1969, the tax rate is sched- 
uled to level off permanently at 
a rate 80 per cent higher than it 
is now. By then, employes and 
employers each will be paying 
4% per cent ofthe first $4800 
in annual earnings, or a maxi- 
mum of $216; the self-employed 
will be paying 6%4 per cent, or a 
maximum of $324. 

Assuming that Congress pro- 
vides no significant increase in 
the present level of benefits, 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion figures that the existing 
schedule of taxes will over the 
long run balance the cost of 
benefits. 

However, this is not a safe 
assumption. Congress has been 
in the habit of doing something 
for the old folks every election 
year. In the last five election 
years—1950, 1952, 1954, 1956 and 
1958—Congress has either boosted 
monthly cash benefits or enacted 
other liberalizations of the pro- 
gram. 

It has boosted the tax schedule 
to provide funds to pay for these 
expanded benefits. 

1940 Payments. 

In 1940, when. the first monthly 
benefit checks were mailed out 
under the social security pro- 
gram, the biggest check for a 
retired worker was $41.20 and 
the smallest was $10. Workers 
could look forward then to pay- 
ing into the social security fund 
for 50 years before they could 


$190.50 for a worker and his wife. 

In addition, the program pro- 
vides for payment of benefits to 
workers 50 or older who are per- 
manently and totally disabled.

Room for Criticism.

He has appeared on 
television adventure shows in the 
United States. 


Pitched battles, in which 124 
tribesmen were killed, broke out 
early in November between the 
tall Watusis, who regard them- 
selves a master race, and the 
more numerous Bahutus, who 
are seeking to form political par- 
ties of a democratic character. 

More warfare in the state of 
Ruanda-Urundi was foreshawoded 
when the new king of the Watu- 
sis assumed the title of Kigeri V, 
naming himself after a line of 
fierce warrior kings, Pollet said. 

The Watusis, who make up 
about 14 per cent of the popula- 
tion of the state, are determined 
to dominate the economy of the 
country and preserve their feu- 
dal supremacy when Belgium 
grants self-government next 
year, he said.

On Economics 


Washington U. Making Study 


of Urban Areas 


A research program for de- 
veloping organized knowledge 
about economic factors affecting 
metropolitan areas has started 
at Washington University under 
direction of W Z. Hirsch, 
professor of economics, it was 
announced yesterday. 


The program is nation-wide in 
scope and is financed by two 
grants to Hirsch from a Ford 
Foundation organization, Re- 
sources for the Future. The 
grants total $39,750. 

A $24,000 grant is for research 
at the university. Another, for 
$15,750, will finance a series of 
conferences on urban economics. 
The grants cover a period of 
three years, 

Hirsch explained that the 
studies are aimed at helping 
legislators and policy-makers, 
from the Federal government 
down to city councils, in gaug- 


Very little is known about 
this, he pointed out, whereas 
there is already a great deal of 
basic information to help policy- 
making on the national level, in 
terms of broad, long-range re- 
sults on the economy as a whole. 

The Hirsch project’s objective 
is to develop concepts and data 
that will provide a framework 
for improved legislative policy 
in the field of urban economics, 
as well as for business and in- 
dustrial decisions. 


The studies will apply to met- 
ropolitan areas generally, but 
Hirsch said the St. Louis area 
would be important as a subject 
for study and testing of theories. 
He said findings should be use- 
ful to government, business and 
industry here. 

Hirsch has a doctor of philos- 
ophy degree from the University 
of California. He has been a 
member of the faculty here since

Lines of Principles. 


The principles have been cir- 
culated among responsible offi-

1. The two overriding con- 
| siderations in the handling of 
cases related to chemicals pro- 
ducing toxic residues are the 
wholesomeness of the food 
supply and public confidence 
in that wholesomeness. 

2. Jurisdictional rivalries, 
bureaucratic consistency and 
the minimizing of administra- 
tive problems are subordinate 
considerations, 


3. When action is necessary 
on chemicals, every food item 
that can be freed of suspicion 
should be cleared immediate- 
ly. In such an action, all facts 
and reasons should be an- 
nounced by the appropriate of- 
ficials at one time. The prefer- 
able situation would be the 
marshaling of all facts before 
any action is taken. 


4. If law or administrative 
considerations make necessary 
an inquiry on the facts or pro- 
cedure, and if the inquiry must 
undergo public scrutiny, the 
chemical in question should 
be withdrawn while the facts 
or procedures are determined. 
The public cannot be expect- 
ed to continue using a food 
item while experts debate in 
a public forum the question of 
whether a particular food is 
wholesome. 


5. Voluntary action is prefer- 
able to the use of legal force. 
6. Interdepartmental or agen- 
cy unity is vital.

Bickering Among ‘Themselves 


Over 


Markets, Economic, Advantage and MiAlitary 
Supremacy—U.S. Makes It Plain That It Wants 
Europe to Bear a Larger Part of Burden.

PARIS, Dec. 19. 


IN THE MIDST OF A CONFLICT over whether to negotiate with the 
Russians, and when and where and how, the cracks in the structure of the 
North Atlantic Alliance are beginning to widen. 


The failures of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization ‘have often been totted up in 
the past. Never at any time in the decade 
of its existence have the plans and pro- 
posals of its military schemers been trans- 
lated into a force in being. Its demise has 
been predicted frequently. : 

Yet it has survived, in however dim 
ished a form, if only because at an ap- 
propriate moment the rattling of missiles 
from the other side of the Iron Curtain 
seemed to give it a new reason for being. 

The situation today is outwardly quite 
different. During the current NATO meet- 
ing, with the customary demand for more 
strength and a bolder posture, scarcely a 
peep has come out of Moscow. The Eisen- 
hower-Khrushchev talks and the negotia- 
tions they opened up are taken as a portent 
of peace in a Europe that is flushes with 
prosperity. 

With the backdrop on the world stage 
thus altered, the North Atlantic allies are 
engaging in what has very much the look 
of the old game of power politics. Rivalries 
and hostilities are more and more nakedly 
exhibited—the Franco-German alliance on 
the continent versus the British-led group 
on the periphery. 


ACCESS TO MARKETS, economic su- 
premacy, even military domination—these 
are the prizes being fiercely contended for 
within the alliance. Add.to this the per- 
sonaliti¢s of Konrad Adenauer, with his 
almost total power in Germany, and 
Charles de Gaulle, who towers in cloudy 
grandeur over the French horizon, and you 
have a prescription for something rather 
less than a close-knit defensive alliance. 


A sense of the realization of 
this went into Secretary of State Chris- 
tian Herter’s opening address. to the 
NATO Cou Unlike the late John 
Foster Dulles on a similar occasion, he 
did not threaten the allies with an “ago- 
nizing reappraisal” of American policy. 
But with unmistakable firmness he made 
it plain that unless Europe is ready to 
do more to meet NATO commitments 
and help shoulder the burden of the un- 
developed nations of the world, the 
United States will not long continue to 
carry a disproportionate share of the 
load. 


' What he stressed was that the situation 
actually had not changed, since the Soviet 


_ threat to overwhelm the free world still 


stands. Yet there are signs that negotiation 
with the Russians may open the way to an 
eventual settlement achieved over a long 
period of time. He declared that the United 
States intends to maintain the combat ef- 
fectiveness of its five divisions in Europe. 


Figures circulated privately by the 
American delegation show how marked is 
the discrepancy between what the United 
States is doing and what the European 
allies are doing. For defense and foreign 
aid the United States is devoting 11.6 per 
cent o1 its gross national product. This 
compares with 5.5 per cent for Germany, 
4.7 per cent for Italy and 5.1 per cent for 
The Netherlands, 

The percentage for France is 12.1, but 
this includes the cost of the war in Algeria. 
The French insist that that war is in de- 
fense of the North Atlantic Alliance and 
part of Gen. De Gaulle’s present anger re- 
sulted from America’s failure to vote with 
France in the United Nations against the 
Algerian resolution. 


AS THE GERMAN delegation made clear 
here once again, Adenauer’s policy — and 
Germany is Adenauer = is to block any 
meaningful. negotiation with the Soviets.

But what 
power America can exercise over a Europe 
fully recovered, it is difficult to see. 
America’s own defensive measures, such 
as the “buy American” policy applied to 
the Development Loan Fund, may accen- 
tuate the kind of rivalry springing up so 
fast. 

As the old proverb has it, “‘When the 
devil was sick the devil a monk would be.” 
If prosperity is a measure of health, then 
in Western Europe there is no repining and 
the fine words about unity and loyalty are 
just that—words. 3 

It is important, of course, to put the best 
possible face on NATO. If the Russians be- 
lieved that it was, in fact, in process of 
disintegration, they would have no reason 
to make any concessions or, for that mat- 
ter, to negotiate at ail. 


From a military viewpoint, the strength 
of NATO today is probably about what it 
has been during recent years and this is 
surely no secret to the Russians. In the 
past two years, the British have reduced 
the strength of their two and a half divi- 
sions from 75,000 to 55,009 men. The one 
French division has been maintained 
largely with new recruits under training 
as the great preponderance of French 
ground troops continues to be pinned 
down in Algeria. 


NATO’s tactical air defense is made up 
of a conglomeration of units with very 
little co-ordination in the matter of equip- 
ment and spare parts, to say nothing of 
integration. It is far below the strength 
that Gen. Lauris Norstad considers the 
minimum essential for support of the 
ground forces. 

A realistic integration of air defenses 
would mean at least some improvement. 
But here NATO planners come up against 
France, geographically at the heart of the 
alliance, and De Gaulle’s dream of gran- 
deur. The French President, who rescued 
the nation from political chaos, seems to 
believe that under his direction it will be 
possible for France to build a complete 
nuclear armory and the means of deliver- 
ing it. For a nation of some fifty millions 
with limited resources, this is obviously 
impossible. 


AS ONE OF HIS chief lieutenants, the 
brilliant novelist and critic, Andre Malraux, 
is said to have put it, De Gaulle lives 
either in the day before yesterday or the 
day after tomorrow. In other words, for 
all his very real greatness he is pre- 
occupied with the grandeur of the France 
of the eighteentlr century and with what 
may be, if all goes well twenty years from 
now, a new era of grandeur. 


He is not, therefore, concerned with the 
present. As a consequence, he is “capable 
of implying, as he did in his Nov. 3 speech 
to the Ecole Militaire, that it-would be far 


from a calamity, perhaps even a welcome 


development, if American troops were to 
leave Europe. After all, the United States 
is a relatively new offshoot of the Anglo- 
Saxon community and if the Americans 
were to go, Europe could resolve its own 
destiny as it has in the past. 


It is hardly necessary to add that such 
talk chills De Gaulle’s European partners. 
The possibility that American troops might 
be reduced, in order to cut overseas costs 
and bring the balance of foreign payments 
into line, caused such unhappiness within 
NATO that Herter has devoted not a little 
of his time here to trying to scotch this 
report. 

As to the 10-year plan approved in the 
NATO communique, this will undoubtedly 
take form within the NATO secretariat. 
NATO specializes in plans and often ex- 
cellent plans, calling, as does the new 
proposal, for military, scientific and eco- 
nomic co-operation. But.in an alliance of 
sovereign powers in which the old fierce 
currents of nationalism are reviving, trans- 
lating such plans from paper to reality is 
quite another matter.

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Apalachin Verdict 

The jury in the A case has reached 
an unfortunate verdict. It voted to convict 
20 persons present at an alleged underworld 
convention in New York state in 1957 of 
conspiracy to hide the real purpose of the 
gathering. Attorney General Rogers hails 
the conviction as “a landmark in the Govern- 
ment’s fight against organized crime and 
racketeers.” Mr. Rogers may well be proud 
of his prosecutors; they sold the jur} a most 
dubious proposition. 

The conclave-at the home of Joseph Bar- 
bara Sr. near Apalachin was admittedly an 
extraordinary one. On hand were 63 unsavory 
characters, possibly the largest gathering of 
hoodiums and racketeers on record in this 
country. The meeting occurred a few weeks 
after the murder of Albert Anastasia, a top 
racketeer, in a Manhattan barber shop, and 
the authorities speculated the gangsters came 
together to divide up Anastasia’s crime em- 
pire. The participants said they had convened 
“to visit a sick friend” when police broke up 
the session. 

. * * 

This is absurd, of course. They undoubtedly 
had a sinister motive in driving up to Apala- 
chin that cold November day. But they 
would not admit it and the Government could 
not prove it. They were indicted in New 
York last spring for conspiring to obstruct 
justice by refusing to reveal the purpose of 
the meeting. The indictment contended the 
delegates knew they would be called before 
various grand juries investigating the affair 
and that they conspired to withhold from 
them the true facts by “giving false, fictitious 
and evasive” testimony. 

Throughout the 53-day trial the Govern- 
ment conceded it did not know the secret 
purpose of the meeting. For legal purposes, 
there was nothing but suspicion; no evidence. 
There was no showing that the hoodlums had 
gathered in anything but a peaceable manner. 
The Constitution guarantees the right of 
peaceable assembly. It does not contain a 
qualification to the effect that “unless the 
authorities suspect there must be something 
amiss.”

We have no sympathy for the defendants 
and we have every bit as much interest as 
the Government in breaking up syndicated 
crime. But we are disturbed by the verdict, 
and by the statement of the prosecutor, 
Special Assistant Attorney General Milton 
Wessel, who said the verdict proves “law 
enforcement finally has a weapon with which 
it can deal with syndicated crime.” 

If this weapon can be applied in the Apa- 
lachin case, what is to prevent it being applied 
in any case? It could be used to harass any 
unpopular or dissident group. That is where 
the danger lies. . Interstate organized crime 
has been difficult te combat, but it must be 


‘ dealt with in a way that will protect the inno- 


cent as well as convict the guilty. Prohibition 
era gangsters were attacked through their 
failure to pay income taxes, a side-door ap- 
proach that nevertheless was legal, justified 
and effective. 

Lawyers for the hoodlums are expected to 
appeal the verdict, and we cannot believe the 
higher courts will sustain it. The constitu- 
tional safeguard seems clear. The principle 
is too important to be sacrificed to catch a 
dozen or. so hoodlums. , 


Where the Aldermen Can Help 


Traffic: congestion and the high cost of 
parking are helping to force up the vacancy 
rate in downtown St.Louis office buildings to 
a point about double the national average. 
This is an ‘ominous symptom in the largest 
concentration of taxable real estate in the 
city, and it ought to be a matter of some 
concern in City Hall, especially to the Board 
of Aldermen. 

The Aldermen have an interest in main- 
taining downtown property values. Down- 
town occupies same 2 per cent of the city’s 
area but makes up as much as 15 per cent 
of the city’s tax base. If downtown values 
slip, more and more of the tax burden that 
the Aldermen distribute each year will fall 
on individual householders throughout the 
various sections of the city. 

Parking and traffic congestion are not the 
only factors contributing to the high vacancy 
rate in downtown office buildings. The age. 
of the individual building itself is a factor. 
So is the appeal that suburban offices offer, 
especially the shorter travel time from home 
to office. But parking and congestion are two 
things that the Aldermen can do something 
to alleviate. 

Two measures pending in the Board might 
help somewhat. One would give the city 
Traffic Commissioner enlarged powers in traf- 
fic regulation through signs and electric sig- 
nals. The other would establish the office 
of Director of Off-Street Parking to provide 
full time service in this field. Both bills are 
holdovers from the last aldermanic session. 


In themselves the proposals will not ac- 
complish miracles. But they would pave the 
way for substantial improvements in two 
areas of municipal activity where poor serv- 
ice, enforced by the Aldermen, could cause a 
shifting of the tax burden to the residential 
houséholder. The bills should be passed.

From Tiger to Lamb? 


Chou En-lai by no means has capitulated to 
Nehru in the Chinese-Indian border dispute. 
But his latest note to New Delhi does suggest 
that he may be ready to take a somewhat 
more reasonable attitude, if only for the sake 
of inducing the Indian Prime Minister to con- 
fer with him on the day after Christmas. 


In what he professes to be “a conciliatory 
spirit,” the Chinese Communist leader has 
proposed “a move toward the withdrawal of 
armed forces” along the border. Since he 
calls for a pullback of only 12% miles, Chi- 
nese troops would remain on some territory 
claimed by India. So the proposal does not 
meet Nehru’s demand for a complete with- 
drawal. The wording of the note, however, 
seems not to preclude a further adjustment, 
and it is a partial retreat from the position 
that possession is nine points of the law. This 
is not insignificant since Chou knows that 
even if Nehru were willing to risk the crip- 
pling cost of military action, the Indian army 
hardly could send reinforcements to the scene 
at this time of year. 

It is doubted that Nehru will meet Chou on 
such short notice. And Nehru knows that even 
with a desire for conciliation, Chou probably 
would insist that China never has accepted the 
1917 McMahon line as the legal frontier. Pei- 
ping regards it rather as a British imposition 
which the Chinese regime at that time could 
not oppose effectively. But at least China 
now seems to make the border an open ques- 
tion, one to be settled by negotiation. Is this 
the result.of advice from Moscow that now is 
no time to be rocking the boat? Or is it per- 
haps not unrelated to President Eisenhower's 
assurances of support for India? Between 
the two, has Chou decided that it might be 
wise to take a position a little more acceptable 


to world opinion? Only time will tell whether 


the tiger is inclined to act more like a lamb.

Vice President Nixon must have mixed emo- 
tions about the support pledged by Gov. Wes- 
ley Powell of New Hampshire. The Governor 
has said he will “actively direct” Mr. Nixon’s 
primary campaign in New Hampshire, which 
has a presidential primary March 8. Mr. 
Nixon should be grateful for this help, and 
Mr. Powell, remembering how former Gov. 
Sherman Adams of New Hampshire rose to 
fame, naturally would like to be on the band- 
wagon of a winner. 

But Mr. Powell is already fairly well known 
as more conservative than Mr. Nixon wants 
to appear. He might become a millstone. He 
is a protege of Senator Styles Bridges of 
New Hampshire, one of the most conservative 
and most powerful men in the Senate. Mr. 
Powell quit as Senator Bridges’s assistant in 
1949 to try to unseat the late Senator Tobey, 
a liberal Republican with whom Bridges was 
in frequent disagreement. 

We agree with Gov. Rockefeller, who may 


' oppose Mr. Nixon in the primary, that “you 


could make a case either way as to whether 
it will help or hurt me.” The answer will be 
known in the spring. 


What the Christmas Seals Do 


St. Louis has a special interest this year in 
the success of the Christmas seal campaign 
of the National Tuberculosis Association. This 
year the national honorary chairman is one 
of the most admired players ever to wear 
the uniform of a St. Louis baseball club, Red 
Schoendienst, who himself was in a tubercu- 
losis patient’s bed this time a year ago. The 
suddenness with which this popular infielder 
was struck down by tuberculosis is a re- 
minder that the disease is not stamped out, 
that men and women are seized by it every 
week and that the fight against it must con- 
tinue. The bright little seals with the Cross 
of Lorraine will decorate any piece of Christ- 
mas mail. They will also help in providing 
needed care and treatment for tuberculosis 
victims here in the St. Louis area. 


Viewing Foreign Aid 

Senator Gore of Tennessee and Senator Mc- 
Gee of Wyoming have demonstrated how two 
reasonable and responsible men, members of 
the same political party, can differ on inter- 
preting what they have observed. They were 
companions on a recent tour of the Middle 
East and Southeast Asia. 

On returning to Washington Mr. Gore said 
United States involvement with political dic- 


‘tators through the foreign aid program was 


hurting this country’s efforts for “peace in 
freedom.” Said Senator Gore: “It blurs our 
image as a people who are willing to practice 
freedom as well as preach it.” Countered Sen- 
ator McGee: “That part of the world has no 
meaningful image of democracy. You can’t 
impose democracy from the top. It is im- 
portant that a people achieve political sta- 
bility before democracy has a chance of es- 
tablishing itself.” 

In a way, both Senators are right. United 
States foreign relations have suffered because 
this country has assisted nations run by dicta- 


‘tors or having military governments. But 


the aim has been not to perpetuate the re- 
gimes but to produce a stability out of which 
democracy can grow. Democracy is an ideal 


_ for a good many countries whose people have 


not the political sophistication (or the wealth) 
to achieve it quickly. Foreign aid should be 
given in the hope of a realized ideal. 


A Step Toward the Stadium 
Alderman Blaine has given his colleagues 
in the aldermanic body an opportunity to 
clear away one of the legal obstacles to-the 
proposed $80,000,000 sports stadium in down- 
town St. Louis. His bill to declare the area 
blighted will have to be passed before the 


downtown civic and business interests sup- 


porting the project can make any substantial 
progress with their planned rehabilitation 
program. The Plan Commission already has

Blazing Hearth Becomes an Altar for Family Life and Affection

An open fire carries all sorts of 
pleasant allusions and memories. It 
is surely the very symbol of security. 
This comforting property must strike 
far back into the shadowy beginning 
of man’s history. 

No doubt the fire was the center of 
life in the caveman’s rugged den. It 
is. still the chief point of attraction in 
the most civilized drawing room of to- 
day. Everybody has had the experi-

Poets have long celebrated the fas- 
cination of the open fire. Victor Hugo 
called the hearth “the most charming 
thing in the world.” John Ray noted 
back in the Seventeenth Century how 
“a fair fire makes a room gay.”’ 


Whittier’s “Snowbound,”’ after chill- 
ing the reader’s marrow with a minute 
description of the wintry elements, 
leads him indoors with the comforting 
thought that a whole wilderness of 
wind and snow “‘could not quench our 
hearthfire’s ruddy glow.” 

Novelists have made the fireside the 
scene of their most intimate and de- 
lightful episodes. What would the 
Christmas party at the Fezziwigs have 
been if Dickens had not provided them 
with a roaring fire to light their revels? 

The chimney where “the stockings 
were hung with care” is in the be- 
mused mind of every child who hears 
a reading of “The Night Before Christ- 
mas,” even if he lives in an efficiency 


apartment with nothing but an imper- 
sonal furnace. 

The idea of ‘‘fireside happiness” is a 
prevalent one in myth and story. Even 
poor Cinderella, who was never al- 
lowed near the comforting blaze while 
her wicked stepsisters were toasting 
their toes there, at least was permitted 
to creep among the warm ashes when 
the others had flounced off to bed. 

The hearth, indeed, is something of 


pe ae 
a domestic altar, the natural center of 
family life and affection. Thomas Jef- 
ferson noted that “the happiness of 
the domestic fireside is the first boon 
of Heaven.”” Nothing is snugger than 
a cricket on the hearth, not even a bug 
in a rug. 

The winking fire is bound to win in 
the end over the flickering TV screen. 
It satisfies a need much deeper even 
than the hunger for entertainment. 


There is a new “fireplacemanship” 
in this connection. It is defined ‘as 
“the homey art of setting and enjoy- 
ing an amiable fire.” 

To me the word suggests something 
much more competitive in human na- 
ture, for even the most modest of men 
has a conceit about the way he can 
handle a fire. Some sage once ob- 
served that “every man knows how 
to drive a horse, run a newspaper, and 
poke a fire better than the fellow who 
is doing it.” Truer words were never 
spoken. 

Watch what happens when three men 
are sitting around a fire that has just 
been lit. If it smokes the least bit, 


or shows the smallest sign of contrari- 
ness, it is plain that every man pres- 
ent is itching to get at it. 

One will rise with an air of sublime 
assurance and give it a vigorous poke. 
Then he will settle back self-conscious- 
ly to watch the results. If they are 
good, he will expand with satisfaction 
and sit beaming on his handiwork. 

If things go poorly, his companions 
will show a wolfish sort of glee, and 
will know no peace until they them- 
selves have tried their special skill. 


Aside from this matter of competi- 
tion among the tenders of fire, there is 
nothing more tranquilizing to the hu- 
man soul than a steady blaze on the 
hearth. 

If the fire is made up of logs, there 
is a lovely smell that goes curling 
through the room. But any lively fire 
will provide a source of endless pleas- 
ure and contemplation, as. interesting 
as an ever-changing sky, but on a far 
more intimate scale. 

Considering this special property of 
the hearth, I wonder if an Open Fire 
Policy might not be helpful to the 
world. It is really difficult to carry 
on an angry argument around a com- 
fortable fire. Something of the fire’s 
own nature reaches out into the room, 
making it glow with a good cheer that 
reflects in the hearts of the watchers. 

Even a silence can become a thing 
of comfort, rather than an embarras- 
sing pause, when it is broken from 
time to time by some.embers whisper- 
ing as they fall, or by the faint bubble 
of sap in a log, like a bit of quiet 
laughter coming from the spirit of a 
tree. 

Perhaps even international problems 
might be better handled if the heads 
of state moved away from those long, 
cold, green baize tables at which they 
customarily meet, and adjourned to a 
small room full of rosy firelight. 

An open fire is every bit as g 
as music for “soothing the savage 
breast.”’

As He Attempts 


to Mold the U.N. 


Into Round-the-Calendar Body 


Permanent Delegates Meeting More 


Often, Taking on 


Preventive Chores 


—Secretary General’s Initiative Pay- 
ing Off in Keeping Peace.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Dec. 19. 

A NEW KIND OF UNITED NATIONS is in the process of 
development. The change easiest to identify is the enhanced posi- 
tion of the Secretary General, Dag Hammarskjold. 

Of equal Significance may be the tendency of the diplomats 
representing various nations, who live in New York the year 
around, to engage in almost continuous consultations, whether the 
U.N. General Assembly or the Security Council happen to be in 


session or not. 

Whether these developments 
will lead to a greatly increased 
prestige for the organization re- 
mains to be seen. At the mo- 
ment, several of the larger pow- 
ers are engaged in highly impor- 
tant negotiations outside the 
framework of the U.N. This ten- 
dency has given rise to specula- 
tion by diplomats here that the 
U.N. might be on the same road 
to oblivion that was traveled by 
its predecessor, the League of 
Nations. 

It is not possible to detect in 
Hammarskjold, it should be add- 
ed, any sense either of imperma- 
nence or of futility. Even in his 
housekeeping duties he seems to 
tak. pleasure in adding to the 
decorations of the glass and con- 
crete buildings which house the 
U.N., as if he expected always 
more, not fewer guests to arrive. 


THE OTHER DAY when the 
Russians gave the U.N. a shiny 
model of the first earth satel- 
lite to be placed in orbit, Ham- 
marskjold took pleasure in see- 
ing that it was placed in the 
most effective position. He had 
it suspended from the ceiling 
like a mobile, balancing on the 
other side of the lobby a giant 
foucault pendulum. 

Thus, as Hammarskjold said, 
“on the one side the physical 
demonstration of the daily rota- 
tion of the earth; on: the other 
side, the first man-made object 
circling the globe in outer 
space.”’ 

A Sputnik in the lobby is not 
the only difference between the 
United Nations and the old 
League of Nations. The most 
notable difference, as diplomats 
here view the matter, is the ex- 
istence of nuclear weapons. 

War, to the diplomats who used 
to gather in Geneva presented no 
very inviting prospect, and war 
has become even less attractive 
in the intervening years. There 
is in the United Nations a strong 
determination to avoid war. 

In the second place, the United 
Nations is more nearly represent- 
ative of the world’s peoples than 
the League ever was. Hammar- 
skjold is on record in favor of 
making it an even more univer- 
sal organization by admitting 
delegates from Communist China, 
where nearly a fourth of the 
world’s people live. Meanwhile, 
new nations in Asia and Africa 
have come to the U.N., and more 
are on their way. 


HAMMARSKJOLD IS AWARE 
that the existence of a universal 
meeting place in which there is 
a desire for peace may not be 
sufficient to keep the peace. It 
is his influence that is giving a 
new shape to the United Nations 
to make it a more adequate in- 
strument for keeping the peace. 

This is being done gradually. 
One line of development began 
five years ago and went almost 
unnoticed for several years. 

In the last days of 1954 the 
General Assembly adopted a res- 
olution which asked the Secre- 
tary General to seek the release 
of 11 American flyers who were 
being held prisoners by Commu- 
nist China. The resolution did 
not say how the Secretary Gen- 
eral was to do this. | 

On his own initiative, Hammar- 
skjold sent a cable to Peiping 
and subsequently went there him- 
self. The 11 were released. 

This was the beginning. Initi- 
atives by the Secretary General 
—sometimes combined with U.N. 
action—have continued, notably 
in the Middle oe where he es- 
tabNshed an emergency force in 
1956 and two different kinds of 
‘United Nations presence’’ last 
year. In Asia, Hammarskjold 
mediated a border dispute be- 
tween Thailand and Cambodia 
last March. In September he 
asked for a meeting of the Secu- 
rity Council to consider the crisis 
in Laos and subsequently went 
there himself. 

In Africa, Hammarskjold sent 
a representative to Guinea to 
help stabilize that new state, 
rocked by French antagonism. 
Before the great powers have 
finished negotiating over Berlin 
a “United Nations presence” 
may become a fact in Europe, 
also

Africa. One object of the trip is 
to see about establishing a “‘Unit- 
ed Nations presence” in several 
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curity Council meeting. In 1950, 
Hammarskjold’s predecessor, 
Trygve Lie, merely addressed a 
Security Council meeting called 
at the request of the United 
States to consider the situation in 
Korea. For this, the Russians 
never forgave Lie and ultimately 
made his position untenable. 

Hammarskjold had a_ close 
scrape with the Russians over 
Laos, but he got away with it. 
Although the Russians protested, 
they never challenged him di- 
rectly. ‘ 

A part of this success is due to 
Hammarskjold’s personality and 
skill. He is so quiet and unre- 
markable looking that he some- 
times seems to disappear in a 
crowd, Yet he is an experienced 
diplomat, with a background of 
economics and political science. 
Technically he is ‘Dr. Hammar- 
skjold,” with a Ph.D. from the 
University of Stockholm, where 
later he was a teacher. He also 
has the advantage of coming 
from an aristocratic—and politi- 
cal—family. His father was 
prime minister of Sweden. 


HAMMARSKJOLD, AT THE 
age of 54, is unmarried. He en- 
joys music—Vivaldi and Bach— 
and reading: he is a member of 
the Swedish academy which 
picks the Nobel prize winners in 
literature. More than most men, 
however, he lives his job the 
clock around. 


To the extent that his success 
in expanding the role of the Sec- 
retary General is due to his per- 
sonal qualities, the significance 
of that development for the fu- 
ture may be diminished. He is 
known to believe, however, that 
he has established a precedent 
that may last beyond his term of 
office. 


Establishing ‘“‘peace by execu- 
tive measures’”’ is one phrase he 
has used to describe this prece- 
dent. Chief of these measures is 
the establishment of representa- 
tives of the Secretary General in 
a troubled spot as a “U.N. pres- 
ence”’—a term which has many 
meanings, but which, practically, 
merely describes a method that 
has worked. The presence of the 
Secretary General’s representa- 
tive seems to make everyone 
less inclined to disorder. 

“People somehow gain confi- 
dence that they can keep the 
show on the road,” is the way 
one of Hammarskjold’s aids puts 
it. 

Hammarskjold is seeking to 
add to the practice of perma- 
nent delegates to the U.N. of 
consulting among themselves the 
year around. One device he has 
suggested is for the security 
council to hold regular, private 
meetings—not to discuss existing 
crises, but to prevent future 
ones, 


The absence of Communist 
China makes Russia reluctant to 
engage in such meetings, though 
there are signs that private ses- 
sions of the security council may 
begin even before the China 
question is settled. Meanwhile, 
another Hammarskjold sugges- 
tion already has been taken up. 


THIS IS FOR MEETINGS of 
the Economic and Social Council 
at which nations are represented 
at a ministerial level. The first 
of such meetings is to be held 
in Geneva in July. 


All of which are what Ham- 
marskjold calls practices which 
“may open the door to a more 
generally-recognized independent 
influence for the organization, as 
such, in the political evolution.” 
He prefers not to define too 
closely the end result of this 
process. 


“I purposely avoid using such 
phrases as ‘world government’ 
or ‘world federation’” he said 
recently, “‘because the forms 
suitable for a universal society 
are quite likely to prove alto- 
gether different from those to 
which we have become accus- 
tomed in national states.” _ 

While new institutional forms 
are being developed Hammarsk- 
jold must figure out for himself 
what to do, from day to day. 
There are no guide books and

IT HAS BEEN RECOGNIZED 
in labor circles here for some 
time that John Llewellyn Lewis, 
who will be 80 years old Feb. 12, 
could not go on forever. 

So it came as no great sur- 
prise this week when Lewis, 
probably the most loved and 
most damned labor leader in 
the nation’s history, announced 
that he was stepping down as 
president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, a position 
which he has held for 40 turbu- | 


Nor was his warm, personal 
| indorsement of Thomas Kennedy 
as his successor unexpected. 
Kennedy, 72 years old and since 
1948 a vice president of the in- 
ternational union, has been a 
trusted lieutenant of Lewis for 
many years. 

Kennedy’s succession to the 
presidency when Lewis retires 
early next year is automatic un- 
der the union’s constitution. A 
year hence, the international 
will conduct its quadrennial 
presidential balloting and the 
election of Kennedy to a full 
four-year term is a foregone con- 
clusion, if he wants it. 


AMONG THE HUNDRED or 
more top officers who run the 
sprawling but well disciplined 
organization’s affairs.in 50 sep- 
arate districts, in addition to 
high functionaries at the union’s 
headquarters in Washington, are 
many able, ambitious and strong- 
willed men who have been men- 
tioned as coveting the $50,000-a- 
year presidency. 

In retiring and passing the 
high office to his trusted vice 
president a year in advance of 
the election, Lewis has effec- 
tively headed off any power 
drives in the ranks below which 
might cause splits in the organ- 
ization at a time when its af- 
fairs are in such orderly ar- 
rangement. 

Whether it’s Kennedy or not, 
Lewis will have many months to 
groom:his successor, chop down 
any interlopers and pave the 
way to power for his own choice 
with little or no thought having 
to be given to a challenge to his 
judgment when the election 
takes place. 

Moreover, this course assures 
that the Lewis dynasty, fashioned 
over the years with brains, 
brawn and sometimes blood, will 
survive. 


IN ADDITION, Lewis is too 
involved personally in the func- 
tions,, economics and philosophy 
of the great movement he built 
to sever his connections totally. 
It is considered certain that he 
will continue to be available for 
advice as to the union’s course 
whether it is sought or not.

HIS SPECTACULAR and bitter

KENNEDY, WHO WAS born 
Nov. 2, 1887, in Carbon county, 


Pa., had been working in the 
mines for three years when, at 
the age of 16, news of his fath- 
er’s death in an accident in an- 
other mine was brought to him 
under ground. The burden of 
supporting his mother and seven 
brothers and sisters thus, under 
these tragic circumstances, fell 
on the boy’s shoulders. The 
harshness of his young manhood 
brought to him a sense of reso- 
lution to devote his life to im- 
proving conditions for others 
who worked in the darkness of 
the coal fields. 


In 1900, he joined the Lands- 
ford (Pa.) local of UMW at a 
time when the union was en- 
guifed in a bitter battle to or- 
ganize the anthracite fields. His 
rise in the union was rapid. At

One Who Survived 


Refugee’s Gripping Story

THE UNDEFEATED, by George Palocsi-Horvath. (Atlantic- 
Little, Brown, 305 pgs., $4.50.) 
THIS IS A BOOK that will be read and remembered long 
after the memory of the Second World War and the 1956 revo- 
lution in Hungary has faded, Its context will haunt one like a bad 
conscience for no other reason than that the reader is a member 
of the same race and a product of the same Western Civilization 
whose twilight illuminates the pages of George Paloczi-Horyath’s 


memoirs. 


The author of this gripping tale of his years in Europe is a 
native Hungarian, a Central European, whose early life was 


spent in the atmosphere of a cultured, sophisticated environ- 


ment of pre-war Europe. Living partly in Budapest, with his 
mother and stepfather, and part of the time at the feudal estate 
of his father, the author is a typical representative of so many 

people whose early life was divided between the modern 
and the middle-age influences in Europe. Like so many other 
young men of similar background, the author attended various 
universities both in Hungary and abroad, including the United 
States. With this background it was not too hard for the author 
to join the staff of a newspaper after his return home. The life 
of a young reporter was not too hard, in fact it was interesting 


and fun. 


In 1941 George Paloczi-Horvath fled from Hungary; he es- 
caped from Nazi terrorism and the degrading acceptance of Nazi 
methods by his own countrymen. Again the author’s back- 
ground provided him with an interesting career for this period. 
Paloczi-Horvath joined the men who worked for Britain’s S.0.E., 
the Special Operations Executives, an intelligence agency of 
varied activities. This work took him to and from various coun- 
tries in the Middle East and finally to England. 
PALOCZI-HORVATH’S ODYSSEY STARTED in 
1947 when in an idealistic mood, he returned to his native city 
and devotedly joined the Communist Party which he describes 
as an “obsession.” In 1948 he was arrested and thrown into ‘jail, 
a staggering blow for one who worked and followed the party 


line blindly! 


The Communist jail in Budapest can be described as an in- 
ferno—the usual methods of torture, forged confessions, the 
utter degradation of what was left of any human decency, is 
described in a manner that will bring tears of frustration to 
the eyes of anyone whose heart knows compassion. The author 
avoids melodramatic descriptions of his five years of solitary 
confinement and various changes of jails. There is one conso- 
lation to be found in jails of that type, and that is that the best 
people, the ones of high morals and intellect, are one’s compan- 
ions. 


In 1956 the author and his wife and child escaped from 
Hungary. He now lives in London where this book was written, 
with a heart as well as a pen. For George Paloczi-Horvath’s 
Odyssey is the story of many, a story which was waiting to be 
told. The book received the Atlantic Nonfiction Award, but its 
greatest award will be that its story will make millions of read- 
ers aware of what a human soul can endure if only it has an 


ounce of decency in it.

Our Unoriginal Age

THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY CONFRONTS THE GODS, by 
Frank E. Manuel. (Harvard University Press, 336 pgs., 


$6.75.)

PROFESSOR FRANK E. MANUEL of Brandeis Uni- 
versity has written a book that is vastly informative and 
corrective. If it were only informative, the book would still be 
an essential work for any person interested in what the 


eighteenth century—the 


century par excellence of reason 


enthroned—made of the irrational or suprarational that lies at 
the center of man’s religions. But these labors of understanding, 
now two centuries past, are not just curious and quaint—though 
they are often that. They are a little disconcerting and embar- 
rassing to us as they are traced in the author’s lively and 


controlled account. 


For the eighteenth century’s confrontation of the gods is, at 
many points, the sort of confrontation that we can still observe 
in twentieth century attempts to say what religion ‘“‘really’’ is. 
We do indeed have a few novel answers; but we are likely to 
think that the list is longer than it actually is because we lack 
the knowledge that Professor Manuel makes available in this 


book 


A summary of the theories advanced suggests that the 
management of the gods—whittling them down to a size that 
reason could confidently handle~—was indeed a sine qua non of 
the well-being of the age. It was an age that had left behind the 
usually cautious piety of the previous century; it had the profit 
of the travel-accounts of merchants and missionaries, and it 
came to know about the excavations at Pompeii and Hercu- 
laneum. It had the profit of its own audacity; it dared to look 
at the Christian religion as one of many human attempts to 
plumb the infinite, and it moved still farther and saw all 
religion as a record not of the divine but the all-too-human. 


IN THESE STUDIES the eighteenth century did not 
produce a single alternate to the Christian estimate of religion 
and religions. It revived the theories of classic antiquity on the 
topic, and it embroidered many of its own. Religion was the 
product of fear, it was the response of awe that led to the 
deification of great men; it was the venal manipulation of 
greedy priests and kings. . . . All this and more—these are the 
materials that are handsomely displayed by the author. 

But, as suggested, readers who do not have a consuming 
interest in the eighteenth century are nevertheless likely to 
find their interest fixed by the anticipations of twentieth century 
thought on these topics. Questions that we thought belonged 
only to us (What is the mind of primitive man like? Is myth a 
stupid fabrication or a precious record of the past?) were in 
large part the property of Vico, Diderot, Hume, and others. 

And errors of speculation and method that we thought 
cropped up for the first time in modern studies were fully 
rehearsed two centuries ago; Sir James Frazier was not the first 
man to tear a custom from a cultural context to compare it with 
another custom in a different context, and the eighteenth 
century knew the anthropological trick of learning about man 
ten thousand years before Christ by dint of observing the 
primitives along the modern shores of the Amazon and in the 


African bush. 


FOR THESE REASONS, Manuel’s book is humbling 
and edifying. It ends on a troubled note when the author 
describes the rise of romantic, anti-rationalist views in the 
Germany of Herder. The note is troubled because the writer 
sees the claims of these non-rational views also. 

Perhaps this is the final. note of the book; about all confronta- 
tions _with the gods one can be ironical; yet one cannot 
adjudicate among the contesting theories.

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Survival of Taste in Modern Life 
Nothing to Show That It Is Threatened by Social Justice 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


IN THE BELIEF of many social 
philosophers the extension of democracy 
brings a corresponding decline of esthetic 
taste. Even an improvement of living 
standards, in backward regions or among 
the neglected masses of the city slums, 
is said to have the same effect whether 
political advancement is involved or not. 
The peasants forget their handicrafts and 
folk music and surround themselves with 
reproductions of paintings by Norman 
Rockwell, ‘“‘moderne” furniture and a hi-fi 
set playing rock ’n’ roll. Refugees from 
the slums acquire a taste for shoddy 
luxuries and it’s invariably bad. 

Arthur Koestler, a famous radical whose 
vision of man has become dimmed of 
late, accepts this belief and carries it 
farther in an article called “Dawn of 
the Prefab Era” which was published 
recently in the Saturday Review, the 
New York Herald Tribune and the Lon- 
don Observer. Mr. Koestler foresees a 
general standardization of everything 
from ash trays to political doctrines in 
consequence of improved living standards, 
fast transportation and an even faster 
communication of ideas, fads and fancies 
throughout the world. 


You can see the pall of uniformity 
settling over the earth everywhere you 
look, he says. A radio loudspeaker on 
a motor bus in Bangkok pours out the 
retching plaints of an American crooner. 
The most popular night spot in ancient 
Kyoto is called the “Bar Brigitte Bardot.” 
Cadillacs plough through the deserts of 
Saudi. Arabia. Newspapers printed in 
Sanskrit publish the same comic strips 
as in Salt Lake City. 


MR. KOESTLER CONCLUDES 
from all this that cultural and political 
trends seem to be headed toward “a 
somewhat dreary, rather tasteless and 
standardized world—but at least a world 
that acquiesces in its own survival.” 
And a world, one may infer, which Mr. 
Koestler will be glad to leave. 


Mr. Koestler is not the first liberal to 
fear that the price of social justice may 
be too high. Actually they are more 
than a little premature in assuming that 
an era of plenty is at hand and that 
all we have to worry about from now 
on is the taste of the economically lib- 


erated but esthetically vulgar masses. In 
' gome parts of the world it is the stand- 


ardization of poverty rather than the 


| standardization of taste that should be 


_ 


a matter of concern. 

In the United States, however, and in 
most of Western Europe the question of 
how taste may be affected by the ex- 


' tension of prosperity and privilege is 
_ certainly relevant. The number of people 


in these Western communities who can 
afford the satisfaction of their esthetic 


and intellectual interests is greater than 
at any time in our known history. What 
is their taste and what, for that matter, 
is a workable definition of taste? 


From recent history we know what 
happens when the members of a primitive 
society are absorbed into a larger, more 
prosperous and more advanced culture. 
In the first phase of this change-over the 
newcomers lose their innocence without 
replacing it with the refinement of those 
they imitate. Historians and anthropolo- 
gists have noted, the world over, the 
tendency of liberated peasants and primi- 
tives to lose interest in their native arts 
and crafts and turn to the factory-made 
baubles of an industrialized society. 


Similarly, even in the midst of a so- 
called advanced society, the parvenu is 
a familiar spectacle. The ambitious but 
uneducated slum dweller makes a fortune 
and enters upon a period of conspicuous 
consumption. 


He is a laughable figure, although 
he is often derided by the old settlers 
with a vested interest in a specious 
exclusiveness, merely because he is new 
at the game of living it up. But what of 
his children? In our country at least they 
soon learn the uses of grace, courtesy and 
approved deportment and become assimi- 
lated into the ‘“‘good families.” 


ACHIEVING SOCIAL _recogni- 
tion is not the same thing as entering 
into a life of the mind or joining in the 
continuing effort to make the human en- 
vironment more habitable for those who 
do not want to live by bread alone. 
Acquiring intellectual or esthetic taste is 
more difficult than learning the rules of 
polite behavior. A greater discipline is 
involved; and many think the effort is not 
justified by the rewards. So in a pros- 
perous society the people who prefer the 
easy pleasures to intellectual or artistic 
activity will always constitute the ma- 
jority; and they will include large num- 
bers of the “best families’ or ‘‘the coun- 
try club set.” 


The point worth emphasizing here is 
that taste is not inherited, as is the 
family silver, but can be learned. It is 
affected by culture and not genetics. 
Rapid cultural changes, such as we have 
witnessed in the twentieth century in 
consequence of a more widely shared 
prosperity, may affect the standards of 
taste. But nothing that has happened 
so far seems to indicate that standards 
will become lower as larger numbers 
exert their influence on the major and 
minor arts. 

There is something fishy about the 
notion that what great numbers of people 
enjoy is necessarily vulgar. Let's take 
the going definition of taste—the discern- 
ment and appreciation of beauty—and 


( 


see how it stands today as compared 
with antecedent periods. 

MORE PEOPLE ARE familiar 
with the great musical literature than 
ever before; and the music is being 
more widely and more thoroughly taught 
in the public and private schools. Are 
the benefits of music, however defined, 
thereby diminished or tarnished? 

To prove the affirmative one would have 
to show that the old-fashioned concert- 
goer had been corrupted in his taste 
by the anxiety of interpreters to upgrade 
the flashy elements of music and down- 
grade the subtle and poetic qualities. 
It is true that the majority, as always, 
prefers the most accessible music. But 
the musical public also includes more 
connoisseurs; more individuals who can 
place a given musical work in perspective. 

In the field of the visual arts there 
are more students of art, more people 
looking at pictures and sculpture, more 
collectors and more practicing artists. 
Literature suffered an apparent decline 
about 20 years ago corresponding with 
ehanges in methods of reading instruc- 
‘tion; but a corrective movement is al- 
roy under way. 


E. DOMESTIC and industrial 


manesque adaptations the late nine- 
teenth century. The little horrors that 
blight our cities are mostly survivals 
of a turn-of-the-century mongrelism. 

This takes us from the private environ- 
ment to the perhaps more important 
public condition of our cities. Whether 
we can make our cities more fit for 
human habitation than they have been 
is a question still unanswered. It may 
be that the unco-ordinated social and 
economic forces that work unceasingly 
in our society will forever defeat the 
countervailing efforts to clear out the 
slums, establish public monuments that 
delight the eye and give us all room 
to breathe. We are at least aware of 
what must be done; and in some of 
our cities something has been done. 

What I have said here is purposely 
limited to the question of taste and how 
it may be affected by further improve- 
ment in the economic and social condition 
of our people. The fear that the mass 
taste will become the only taste seems 
to be based on the assumption that people 
liberated from poverty are permanently 
wedded to calendar art. The record, 
however, shows that the phase in which 
an individual—or even a people—has de- 
parted from simplicity without reaching 
the point where high art and the graces 
of a are understood, is a transitional

Good Plaza Design in Rotterdam 


Its Architect, Jacob Bakema, Visiting Lecturer Here

DOWNTOWN ROTTERDAM, 
demolished by German bombs in 1940 and 
now about three-fifths rebuilt, is radiat- 
ing a warm, humanizing influence on 
city planners in all parts of the world. 
The ancient Dutch port has been under 
reconstruction for some 15 years. De- 
signers of the new Rotterdam started 
with an almost bare 625-acre site, and 
with a civic memory of a prosperous, 
crowded business center founded in some 
distant medieval time on the Maas river. 
They had a stupendous opportunity for re- 
building, and plenty of chances to make 
mistakes. Some citizens urged that the 


' wanished section of Rotterdam be re- 


stored just as it had been, Other ideas 
fortunately: prevailed. 

One of the men whose work in Rotter- 
dam is helping to shape a new kind of city 
image is Jacob Bakema, visiting profes- 
sor at the Washington University School 
of Architecture. 

Bakema and his partner, Johannes van 
den Broek, designed the already famous 
Lijnbaan, a shopping center in the heart 
of Rotterdam. “‘Lijn” is the Dutch word 
for linen; “baan’’ means long, and it 
also means street. The name of the 
shopping center says Bakema, com- 
memorates Rotterdam’s ancient craft of 
rope-making, as well as the part of 
town where the work was done. 

THE OLD ROTTERDAM had 
its splendid boulevard fronts, but close 
behind these were slums. Residents had 


_ the marshy ground to support 


buildings. 
Within six years after the bombing, 


the obliterated section had been cleared 


was only vaguely indicated on the map as 
‘“‘shopping area with pedestrian facilities.” 


Former property owners were to be 
offered space in the new plan in pro- 
portion to their pre-war holdings. Bakema 
considered both department stores and 
small shops important to a well-balanced 
commercial development, but many of the 
former shopkeepers were cold to any 
change from their traditional individual 
quarters. Bakema interviewed them, and 
found that what they wanted was to keep 
their independence, ‘‘each one the master 
of his shop, and receiving his clients as 
if in his own house.” Each wanted an 
independent entranceway from the street. 
Bakema found that with only six varia- 
tions of plan, he could give all of them 
what they wanted in buildings of arcade 
style, each housing several shops. 

What Bakema wanted was to work out 
arrangements of buildings, some small 
and some large, that could be clustered 
into pleasing relationships with one an- 
other. Each group was to be fairly self- 
sufficient as to service facilities, and the 
cluster plan allowed ground space—even 
in this highly concentrated community— 
for broad walks, trees and lightness of 
design. 

‘*PLANNING PUBLIC SPACE 
is a new idea, and a new kind of civic 
responsibility,” Bakema said. “This is a 
very specialized problem. It is not only 
the separation of cars and pedestrians 
but also creating a good street atmos- 
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phere that make people happy as we are 
when we walk in Paris. 

“This atmosphere grows out of good 
design, to use what we have in good ways, 
and to work creatively in such things as 
the interplay of high and low elements in 
the skyline. In Rotterdam, we had the 
river, and the Town Hall that survived 
the bombing, and the feeling of what we 
hoped to accomplish. 

“The moment you really care about it, 

planning can have the support of public 
opinion. In Rotterdam, we planned the 
redevelopment in three stages, and two 
are now finished. At the end of each 
stage, we hold a festival and exposition 
to show what has been done and what we 
must do next. Our next stage calls for 
more office buildings and apartments, for 
cultural centers, theaters and—already we 
need it—more parking space.” 


Rotterdam parking is in big garages 
along service streets that give rear access 
to stores. The Lijnbaan mall is a 10- 
minute walk from end to end, and pedes- 
trians cross the automobile thoroughfares 
on both sides of it at street level on traffic 
signals. 

As an upperclass project architecture 
students at the university are working 
on an application of these ideas to the St. 
Louis downtown, under Bakema’s direc- 
tion. St. Louis planners will be invited 
to study the models and drawings that 
result, and ‘to make use of any that 
show promise.

Possible Candidate for Presidential Nomination Meets Politicians and Public; Play-by-Play Report

SINCE THE political aspects 
Nelson Rockefeller’s 
visit to St. Louis were being 
well covered by the political 
writers, we sent our man 
Grewbish to the airport to meet 
the Governor, follow him around 
and give us his impressions. 
We have just received the fol- 
lowing report from Grewbish’s 
bedside. He is recovering from 
a case of mild exhaustion.

Famous Picture of General's Last Stand Still Popular—Was Painted in St. Louis

“CUSTER’S LAST FIGHT” is 
prominent in our house because 
I like the picture and my wife 
likes me. There is no excuse 
for my taste or hers and that is 
the way George Armstrong Cus- 
ter of the Seventh Cavalry would 
like it—brave, bull-headed, brag- 
ging and a little bit wrong. 

There are two ways to justify 


. hanging this monstrosity of a 


picture smack-dab in the middle 
of our happy home. One way is 
to claim it is an inalienable 
right. That is the way of the un- 
reasoning autocrat. The other 
way is to research the thing and 
prove it is a St. Louis man’s 
civic duty to display ‘‘Custer’s 
Last Fight.’’ That is the way of 
the intelligent, or slightly cow- 
ardly, autocrat. I’m mighty 
cowardly. I researched high and 
low. The results were splendid. 
Custer and I are home free. To 
stay. 

The picture has as much local 
background as anything that 
hangs in the City Art Museum, 
*Custer’s Last Fight’’ was paint- 
ed in St. Louis, was commis- 
sioned by St. Lowisans, the 
lithographer had a St. Louis 
background, and a St. Louis 
brewer pioneering in big-sell ad- 
vertising made it the most-seen 
picture in the United States. If 
Custer had been born in Kerry 
Patch the story would be perfect 
but no picture can have every- 
thing. 

The thing to understand is that 
*‘Custer’s Last Fight’’ is not the 
quality picture on the subject, it 
merely is the famous picture. 
Dozens of artists have painted 
on the theme, including the 
Western masters Frederic Rem- 
ington and C. M. Russell. But no 
matter how good the artist, no 
picture of Custer’s final action 
at Little Big Horn on Sunday 
afternoon, June 25, 1876, has had 
the audience-approval of Cassilly 
Adams’s ‘‘Custer’s Last Fight.” 

Advertising made ‘“Custer’s 
Last Fight.” Adolphus Busch, 
the St. Louis brewer, acquired 
the original of Adams’s painting 
and in the 1890s began to send 
violently revised lithographs of 
it everywhere he sold beer. 
Sixty years before television 
Adolphus hitched his wagons to 
a Western, exaggerated the 
original, and promoted sales. 


The Anheuser-Busch brewery 
has given away more than one 
million copies of the picture. 
“‘Custer’s Last Fight” is com- 
fortably ahead of “Washington 
Crossing the Delaware” and 
“The Spirit of ’76” in the num- 
ber of copies printed. “Sep- 
tember Morn’”’ was in the run- 
ning in the saloon league for 
a while but faded badly. 


Adams did the large canvas 
in a studio at. Fifth (Broadway) 
and Olive. Adams was just a 
brush for hire. His work resulted 
in a national art freak, a picture 
that was famous and an artist 
who was forgotten. ‘“Custer’s 
Last Fight” became a poor rela- 
tion to the dollar bill. Every- 
body knew it on sight. But who 
drew it? Well, who cared? 


Nobody cared much until a be- 
mused University of Kansas pro- 
fessor, Dr. Robert Taft, took a 


long academic look at it as an. 


American phenomenon. His long 
look led him into long research 
and 13 years ago he bundled up 
his findings in an issue of the 
Kansas Historical Quarterly. The 
St. Louis Public. Library. gave 
the professor generous help. 

The professor claims . the 
Adams picture has been ‘‘viewed 
by a greater number of the 
lower-browed members of soci- 
ety—and by fewer art critics— 
than any other picture in Amer- 
ican history.”” He did not con- 
clude that this necessarily was 
bad. 

Adams was a hard man for the 
professor to track down. Adams 
was born in 1843 at Zanesville, 
O., and claimed descent from the 
John Adams family of Boston. 
He studied art in Boston and 
Cincinnati and came to St. Louis 
in the 1870s as an_artist- 
engraver. 

C. J. Budd and William T. 
Richards of the St. Louis Art 
Club hired Adams to paint a 
three-section canvas, 12 feet high 
and 32 feet wide, on Custer. The 
center section depicted Custer in 
his closing moments, some time 
between 3:30 and 4 o’clock on 
the afternoon of June 25, 1876, 
wondering where all the flaming 
Indians came from and trying 
to swat off the inevitable. A 
small panel at the left showed 
Custer as a small boy. A small 
panel at the right showed Custer 
as a corpse, facing the sunset on 
the 25th of June. ’ 
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The battle usually is called "C 


with revisions by Otto Becker. 


The apparent intention was to 
make money by exhibiting the 
picture at 50 cents admission for 
adults and 25 cents for children 
under 15. The idea was not 
original and it was not success- 
ful. 


John Mulvany had done 8 
massive painting, ‘‘Custer’s Last 
Rally,” in 1881. The Mulvany 
picture made money and Taft’s 
opinion is that it made the St. 
Louis promoters’ picture suffer. 
After a few showings on the 
road the Adams picture found a 
home in a saloon on Olive street. 
Records indicate the place was 
run by John G. Furber and was 
at 724 or 726 Olive, across from 
the Post Office and a headquar- 
ters for politicians. 


After Furber died the heirs 
tried to run the place but saloon- 
keeping was not their game. 
Creditors took over the business, 
Dr. Taft said, and Adolphus 
Busch’s brewery had a major 
claim. At this point, Dr. Taft 
and local spokesmen part com- 
pany. 

The Anheuser-Busch story is 
that Adolphus paid ‘$30,000 to 
$35,000 for the Adams painting 
of ‘Custer’s Last Fight.’”’ 


The professor’s story is that 
the brewery had a $35,000 
claim against the saloon and 
took the painting as its due. 
There was no telling whether 
it was a bargain. Furber had 
claimed it was worth $50,000, 
A Kansas City reporter esti- 
mated its worth as it hung in 
the bar at $10,000. Nobody 
bothered to ask an art critic. 


Busch eventually sent the 
painting to Otto Becker, a 
lithographer-artist in Milwau- 
kee. Busch and Becker had be- 
come friends while the lithogra- 
pher was working in St. Louis. 
Becker eliminated the _ side 
panels. He studied what was left, 
the battle scene. 


Adams painted “‘Custer’s Last 
Fight” on Government Issue 
canvas, either a tent or the 
cover of a wagon. He exercised 
restraint in showing the action 
because.there was not an offi- 
cial United States version of the 
fight. The Indians didn’t leave 
anyone alive in Custer’s 230- 
man outfit to file a report. 
Adams spoke with Indian scouts 
and did what he could to co- 
ordinate meager information on 


‘ 


an event that invites unlimited 
imagination. Becker had -no re- 
straints. He leaped into the 
advertising business. He re- 
worked Adams’s picture. He 
made it sell. 

The picture Adams did and the 
picture the brewery has been 
distributing these 70-odd years 
are only half-related. Becker 
added the scalpings in the fore- 
ground. Adams’s perspective 
was up-hill, with the background 
lost in dust and powder-smoke. 
Becker’s lithograph gives a rath- 
er accurate picture of Little Big 
Horn. The air is clear, the 
better to see the gore. 


In Becker’s lithograph Custer 
has his saber drawn back. Adams 
drew Custer with the saber 
thrust out. They’re both wrong. 
Custer didn’t carry a saber to 
Little Big Horn. He was travel- 
ing light. He did not take Gatling 
guns, a weapon that could have 
been a salvation, because he 
wanted to ride fast. 

There is another picture of 
Custer’s last stand. This is a 
pictograph by White Bull, a Sioux 
chief. American Heritage, the 


magazine that makes America's’: 


yesterdays sound better than to- 
morrow,” several:years ago car- 


ried a transcript of an interview 


with White Bull, ‘“‘The Man Who 
Killed Custer.”’ 

White Bull did not know Cus- 
ter. In the mass of 3000 to 5000 
Indians—not even the Indians 
knew exactly how many and 
Custer refused to believe there 
were more than 1500—White Bull 
was a man of means. He carried 
a Winchester repeater and two 
full belts of ammunition. The rifle 
was a concession to efficiency. 
Killing soldiers with a_ rifle 
was business-like but no credit 
to a Sioux. The blow that count- 
ed was a blow struck with a fist 
or a weapon held in the hand. 
The Sioux called that a “‘coup” 
and it earned points in the war 
councils, 

White Bull got off his horse 
late in the afternoon of June 
25, 1876, and approached the rise 
where the Sioux and Cheyenne 
had ringed in 230 soldiers. Cus- 
ter had split his command in 
three sections. He intended to 
hit the Indian village in the mid- 
die. The other two sections 
would roll it up from the ends. 
The tactic worked well on Indian 
concentrations. There was one 
flaw. There never before had 
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uster's Last Stand." 
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been an Indian force of such 
strength. There never was again, 
Once was enough for Custer. 


Chief White Bull advanced on 
the soldier in the black hat and 
buckskin shirt, standing on the 
hillside, 


“The soldier tried to bluff, 
aiming his (empty) rifle at 
me,” White Bull’s account 
reads in American Heritage. 
“Then he threw the rifle at me. 
I dodged . . . . we grappled in 
the dust and smoke. It was 
like fighting in a fog. This 
soldier was very strong and 
brave. ... I struck him across 
the face with my quirt, striking 
the coup. He let go, then 
grabbed my gun with both 
hands until I struck him again. 
..+ The tall soldier fought hard. 
He was desperate. He hit me 
with his fists on the jaw and 
shoulders, then grabbed my 
long braids with both hands, 
pulled my face close and tried 
to bite my nose off, 


“I yelled for help. . . . I thought 
that soldier would kill me. Bear 
came run- 
ning. . : . Thésé friends tried to 


hit the soldier but most of their 
blows struck me. They knocked - 


me dizzy. I yelled to scare my 
enemy but he would not let go. 
Finally I broke free. He drew his 
pistol. I wrenched it out of his 
hand and struck him with it 
three or four times on the head, 
knocking him over. I shot him in 
the head and fired at his heart. 
I took his pistols and cartridge 
belt. That was a fight ...a 
glorious battle. . , . I enjoyed 
2” 

White Bull estimated only 10 
soldiers still were alive when he 
finished with the tall, nose-biting 
soldier and those 10 were not 


long for this world. Later, a 


friend stood with White Bull on 
the hillside and told the chief 
about his victim. 


“That was Long Hair (Cus- 
ter); he thought he was the 
greatest man in the world. I saw 
him at Fort Lincoln,” White 
Bull’s friend said, ‘‘Now he lies 
here.” 


And that, White Bull, is why 
“Custer’s Last Fight’’ hangs in 
my house. Any fool can be right 
occasionally. Only Heaven’s fa- 
vored fools can be finally, glor- 
iously wrong.

Koreans in Japan Riot Over Repatriation 


Some North Koreans Want to Go Home, South Koreans Try to Stop Them

E Bes VOLUNTARY RETURN of several hundred Koreans from Japan 
to North Korea brought rioting and sitdowns. Demonstrations were 
by South Koreans living in Japan. They objected to repatriation of North 
Koreans, although the return home was planned only for those who asked 
for it. The repatriation also is opposed oe the South Korean government. 

The government has been working on the repatriation plan 
for several months, emphasizing that it was strictly for volunteers and 
for humanitarian reasons. Representatives of the International Red Cross 
arranged for a final screening at the port of departure, giving the per- 
sons seeking repatriation one last opportunity for changing their minds. 


So far only about 1000 were cleared for the boat trip from Niigata, 
Japan, this week. All but 25 arrived at by train from Tokyo after 
violent demonstrations in which South Koreans fought police and blocked 
railroad tracks. North Korea contends that 137,000 Koreans want to leave 
Japan and live inthe north, the Communist part of Korea. Most of these 
people went to Japan before World War II, or while it was on. Japan’ 
population of 90,000,000 includes about 600,000 North and South Koreans. 

The controversy has disrupted negotiations aimed at restoring normal 
relations between South Korea and Japan. The Seoul government has said 
it was resolved “to use every possible means” to prevent the repatriation.

MOKED PORK LOIN shaped like a crown, with a center of 
cranberry dressing, and garnished with parsley and crisp 
curls of horseradish, is a festive attraction on the holiday din- 
ner table. An excellent accompaniment is sauerkraut Lorraine. 
William Dietrich Weber, a native of Westphalia, Germany, and 
executive chef at the Sheraton - Jefferson Hotel, prepares pork 
loin in the manner of baked ham — first boiling, then baking it. 
Chef Weber trims meat from rib tips to effect points of a 
crown. Loins are then tied together in a circle fashioned 
around a No. 2%-size can turned on its side. Crown is placed 
in large kettle of water which is brought to boil; heat is then 
reduced and the meat is simmered for one and one-half hours, 
then removed and cooled, to retain shape, before removing 
can. Center cavity is filled with cranberry dressing previous- 
ly baked in a 325-degree oven for one hour. Meat is basted 
frequently with mixture of cranberry juice and brown sugar. 
To prepare sauerkraut: Wash thoroughly, then combine 
with sauteed bacon and onion. Juniper berries and bay leaf 
are added and the mixture braised a half hour. Wine is 
added, and cooking continued another half hour. Grated raw 
potato may be added for thickening.

As the radioactive oxygen decays, it gives off 
positrons. These can be measured by devices such as a Geiger counter. 
(Much more sensitive equipment is used in the research.) Measurements 
of the decay tell what the body has done and is doing with the Oxygen 15 
—and hence with all its oxygen supply. : 

The first studies with Oxygen 15 were conducted by Dr. Ter - Pogossian 
and Dr. William E. Powers, a radiologist, in 1956 and 1957. Working with 
mice, they made comparative studies of oxygen concentration in normal 
and malignant tissues. The men sought to shed more light on a widely ac- 
cepted medical theory that malignant tumors with greater oxygen content 
respond more favorably to radiation treatment. In 1957 and 1958, while in 
Europe for six months, Dr. Ter-Pogossian set up Oxygen 15 apparatus at 
Hammersmith Hospital in London, where it is now being used in clinical 
tests of non - malignant lung disorders. 

Returning to St. Louis, Dr. Ter - Pogossian concentrated on refining the 
equipment and procedures here, to prepare for experiments on humans. 
With a $25,000 grant from the Atomic Energy Commission, the house- 
trailer laboratory was set up. Oxygen 15 can be produced only in a cyclo- 
tron and must be used at once, because it decays rapidly. These factors

having malignant tumors. Late in November, the scientists decided they 
were ready to try Oxygen 15 on humans, in addition to laboratory animals, 
and Dr. Ter-Pogossian took one breath containing radioactive oxygen. 
Since then three other volunteers have each taken a breath. (Much greater 
amounts are given to the animals.) | 

Air used in the experiments contains less than one part of Oxygen 15 
to a billion parts of regular oxygen. A single inhalation subjects a person 
to roughly the amount of radiation received when having a chest X-ray. 
Thus, when administered under rigid controls, Oxygen 15 is relatively safe. 
Its rapid decay further reduces hazards. 

The money from the Atomic Energy Commission has recently been sup- 
plemented by a $35,000 grant from the U.S. Public Health Service. Con- 
tingent on additional grants, a three-year program — with two immediate 
goals and one long-range goal—is envisioned by the doctors. 

Immediate aims are: 1. To make extensive studies of the oxygen con- 
centration in malignant tumors, in an effort to help improve present methods 
of radiation treatment. 2. To measure the oxygen present in various organs 
in a normal state and in diseased conditions affecting blood flow or oxygen 
use. These measurements, it is felt, will aid in understanding the diseases 
and, as Oxygen 15 techniques improve, in diagnosing and checking on 
treatment. A long-range goal is to explore the ibility of developing 
ways to use Oxygen 15 itself for direct internal radiation treatment of 
certain types of cancer.

Max Reinhardt, “The Miracle” was one of 
the most famous international stage spectacles 
of modern times. The story, now made into a 
movie, is based on the ages-old theme of the 
Virgin and the nun. 

Reinhardt's production, which was seen 
by 30,000 persons a day in London, did not 
come to New York until 1924 because of World 
War I. The initial production outlay was 
$400,000, a record for Broadway at that time. 
On a national tour, “The Miracle” was given 
for three weeks in St. Louis in 1926 at the 
Coliseum. 

Warner Bros., which first planned to film 
“The Miracle” 30 years ago, used 6000 extras 
and bit players, as well as a sizable animal 
population, in the movie.

Pottery fragment found in Nazareth. 


| SENT Washington correspondent Jack An- 
derson to Nazareth recently in search of a Christmas 
story. He found it in the humble ruins where Mary 
and Joseph are believed to have brought up the Christ 
Child. In the diggings Anderson discovered a pottery 
fragment, which the Israeli government permitted 
him to bring back to Washington. 

The Smithsonian Institution identified the fragment 
as the side spout of a small jug that, judging from the 
diggings, must have been fashioned before Christ's 
time. Added one of the Smithsonian's experts: “It is 
made of clay and finished with a red slip that was fired 
brownish in color and continuously burnished.”

Could this shard have been part of a jug that once 
belonged to Jesus? It came from the place the Fran- 
ciscans have identified as His boyhood home. Natives 
pointed it out through the ages until, sometime be- 
tween 350 and 500 A.D., a basilica was built upon 
the spot. The Franciscans have now unearthed this 
earlier shrine beside the crumbled home where they 
believe Jesus was reared. 

Mr. Anderson, a missionary before he became a 
writer, was so captivated with the possibility that the 
jug may have belonged to the Saviour that he wrote 
this story for PARADE’s readers. We believe you will 
find in it a tender Christmas message. 


The Smallest Gift 


Behold, there came wise men from the east .. . And when they 


were come into the house, they saw the young child with Mary His mother, and 
fell down and worshipped Him: and when they had opened their treasures, 
they presented unto Him gifts; gold, and frankincense, and myrrh. 


A mong the offerings, set a little to one side almost apologetically, 
was the jug. It contained a measure of sweet oil, good for a baby’s 
skin. Unlike the other gifts, the jug could not be called valuable; nor 
was it-an object of great beauty. Yet it had a certain aura about it. 

The unknown potter who had fashioned it, turning its shape on a 
primitive wheel and baking it in a crude oven, probably sold it for a 
copper coin and was glad to get the money that would keep his family 
for another day. But an inspiration that he did not realize had gone 
into his fingers. The jug developed a grace that eyes, more sophisti- 
cated than his, could appreciate. The baking produced a rich, burnt- 
sugar glow that grew deeper and more glossy from the sweat of the 
hands that held it. 

The wise men included the jug among their gifts as an afterthought; 
a little sweet oil, they decided, might be useful for a new born babe. 
But as often is the way with the small, unconsidered gift, it was to

become the most deeply cherished of all. For the Christ Child was 
typical of many another youngster who will scorn expensive presents 
and lavish his affection-upon some small object that he invests with 
the genius of his own imagination. 

When Joseph and Mary fled to Egypt to save the Baby from King 
Herod’s vengeance, they had room only for the bare essentials. Yet 
somehow the jug was carried along, and it was still with them when 
they returned to Nazareth after the terror. 


Now the Child in the cradle was growing, uttering 
His first words, stretching out His hands. But there were no toys with 
which to fill them. What more natural than that a busy mother, looking 
around for something to amuse her Son, should see the jug and place 
it in the cradle with a few olive stones inside to make a rattle?

From that moment, the jug took on a new destiny, a new beauty, 
a new dignity. Was it imagination, Mary asked herself, or just a trick 
of light and shadow that seemed to give the vessel a richer glow when 
it was in her Son’s hands? No other plaything made Him more happy. 
He slept with it; He reached for it on waking; He wanted it always 
to be near. 

As a toddler, clutching at her skirts, He carried the jug on their 
trips together to the well so He could draw His own water. As a grow- 
ing boy, helping Joseph at his carpentry, He had the jug always close by, 
containing a refreshing drink that could be poured straight © out of the 
spout into a dusty throat. 

Sometimes Mary would place a flower in the jug to give their drab 
home a little color. It was a humble home, part cave, part hut made of 
sun-dried brick. At the back was space for grape and olive presses with 
storage bins hewn out of the rock. Like everything else to be seen in 


the village, the hut seemed almost to grow out of the rugged hillside. 

Lower Galilee was a frontier in those days, and the village of 
Nazareth did not enjoy the best reputation. Nathanael, the guileless 
Israelite, was later to exclaim upon hearing of Christ: “Can there any 
good thing come out of Nazareth?” 

Yet if beggars and thieves sometimes found their way to the little 
village, it only deepened Jesus’ sympathy for life’s outcasts. As St. Luke 
was to record: “And the Child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, filled 
with wisdom: and the grace of God was upon Him.” (Luke 2:40) 

The jug went along with Jesus when, at 12, He was taken to 
Jerusalem for His first Passover. It became an inseparable companion, 
too, when He went on rambles with other boys into the hidden places 
of the valley. The further they got from Nazareth, the more the squalor 
of the little village receded. It mierged into the rugged landscape of 
gnarled olive trees, dark green vines, and jagged cliffs like compound 
fractures in the earth. The dust kicked up by the travelers, some on 
foot, others astride donkeys, lent a mist of enchantment. As He scanned 
the valley, lost in visions beyond the ken of His companions, Jesus — 
stroked the jug and relished its cool porous surface. 


y jug became the subject perhaps of His first 
parable. Holding the jug one day so that the sun splashed off it, He 
turned to His mother and said: “Even as this jug holds sweet refresh- 
ment for those who will partake, so shall I offer the sweet gift of 


eternal life for those who will partake of Me.” 


Then she thought she heard Him murmur half to Himself: “When 
I drink of the bitter cup, this sweet cup shall also fall.” 

Once Jesus began His ministry, the favorite jug remained behind. 
Yet who can say what part it may have played in His miracles? When 
the lame beggar stopped at the door, Mary let him drink from the jug. 
She could almost swear he walked away with new strength in his 
shriveled leg. And the blind man who sucked at its spout was seen 
later running joyfully and rubbing his eyes. 

The jug also did not make the last journey with Christ to the hill of 
Golgotha. He carried a heavier burden, the Cross on which He was to 
die. How He must have longed for the jug when the sponge of vinegar 
was brushed against His lips. How His nailed hands must have ached - 
for the touch of its smooth sides. 

Below Him, weeping, stood His mother ai the others. His last 
thoughts were for her welfare. Seeing a disciple whom He loved stand- 
ing by, Jesus called to His mother. 

“Woman,” He cried tenderly, nodding toward the disciple John, 
“behold thy son!” 

Then to the disciple, He said: “Behold thy mother!” 

What of the jug? Its life, too, was over. When Mary returned to 
Nazareth to pack her few humble belongings, she saw it last of all 
glowing on the shelf. Her eyes welled. with tears as she clutched it 
lovingly to her bosom. Then in the next instant, it slipped from her 
sorrowing hands and shattered on the hard earthen floor. As she gazed 
with grief-shocked eyes, she remembered the prophecy He ey spoken 
softly to Himself long ago. 

One fragment remained after her departure to survive the centuries 
as a symbol of faith perhaps or of a simpler lesson: that the smallest 
gift may yet be the most important of all. 2

HOLLYWOOD. 

OCK 'N’ ROLL music is on the way out. 
For the past six months the hip-swingin’ 
rhythm popularized by Elvis Presley and his guitar- 
strumming tribesmen has been steadily nose-diving. 


Recording company executives who keep a sensitive — 


finger on the purchasing pulse beat of the teen-age set 
declare that rock ’n’ roll has had it. Those records just 
aren't selling with vigor and velocity any longer. — 

The feeling in the music industry is that the time 
is ripe for a different type of music which will appeal 
to the teenagers. 

Any new musical era, however, usually depends on 
one particular personality to launch it. 

RCA Victor feels it has found the necessary spring- 
board in a tall, green-eyed, moody, sullen-faced boy 
of 19, named Roger Strunk. 

Roger has been chosen to popularize the ballad, 
“slow, dreamy love songs,” under the name of Rod 
Lauren. 

The reason Rod’s been chosen to become the teen- 
agers’ new recording delight is that he looks like the 
late Jimmy Dean. He’s moody, unkempt, rebellious- 
looking, high-cheek-boned, shy, and non-conformist. 
These were Jimmy Dean qualities, and Dean, as any 
movie-fan will tell you, was the rage of the cinema 
from 1953 until his death on September 30, 1955. 

Dean also was physically dirty—he hated to wash 
himself, lived in pig-sty quarters—in addition to being 
selfish, rude, unreliable. Warner Brothers soft-pedaled 
these traits, however, so that teenagers regarded Jimmy 
as a near-idol, flocked to his films and tried to shape 
their lives in his image. 


- Visual Appeal 


Rod Lauren seems a more respectable boy than 
Jimmy Dean. He is soft-spoken, genuinely shy, small- 
townish (comes from Tracy, Calif.) , but still generates 
enough sloe-eyed sullenness to stimulate gifls, aged 13 
to 19, into buying the two recordings he’s made to 
date: If I Had a Girl and No Wonder. These record- 
ings are purchased on the basis of Rod's visual rather 
than vocal appeal, although he does have a pleasant, 
untrained baritone voice. 

The company is spending $100,000 to exploit 


As teenagers swing back to dreamy tunes and love songs, 
moody Rod Lauren gets build-up as their new singing idol 
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Lauren, the largest allocation of exploitation money 
ever accorded for an unknown artist in the company’s 
history, plans to leave no promotion stone unturned. 

Already, Rod, under contract at $50 a week (plus 
5 per cent royalties on his records), has had to give 
up his sweater and corduroy pants for Ivy League-type 
suits which he wore on a recent tour of the country. 
On this promotion campaign, Anne Fulchino, veteran 
press agent, introduced Rod to many disk jockeys in 
Boston, Buffalo, Washington, Detroit, Chicago, New 
York, and St. Louis. She arranged for his appearance 
on the Perry Como TV show and others, made sure he 
sent thank-you notes to the dozens of reporters who 
interviewed him. Her objective: to present Rod Lauren 
to the parents of the nation as a fine, decent, talented 
boy-from-next-door, while simultaneously convincing 
teen-age girls that Rod is a romantic, individualistic, 
strong-willed, ballad-singing rebel. 

How well the team of Lauren and Fulchino has 
succeeded at this point, it is still too early to tell. 

In Hollywood, Dick Peirce, an artists and reper- 
toire director, is “sure the kid has what it takes to be a 
hit in the future ballad market—a soft, sincere, and 
honest voice.” 

Peirce discovered Lauren in Fresno, Calif., last 
summer when he dropped in at a local night spot to see 
another artist perform. He was approached by band 
leader Don Gross, who is also a songwriter. Gross 
tried to sell Peirce some of his songs. Peirce was not 
too impressed by the songs but he did like the voice 
used on one of Gross’ demonstration records. Gross 
told him it belonged to a youngster named Roger

Strunk who had once appeared on a local TV show. 

Peirce brought Roger to Hollywood, learned that 
the boy wanted to be an actor, not a singer, had, in 
fact, studied dramatics at Stockton Junior College, 
acted in plays at the Fresno Civic Theater. 

“What appealed to me right off,” Peirce admits, 
“was the kid’s startling resemblance to the late Jimmy 
Dean. ‘If-he can only sing a little,’ I said to myself, 
‘he's in.’ It turned out that he could sing, so we signed 
him to a contract, changed his name, and decided to 
build him up as the nation’s No. 1 ballad boy.” 

A Guinea Pig 

Ordinarily no major recording company will sign 
any singer until he first comes up with a hit record. 
With Lauren, RCA is attempting to follow the policy 
of the motion picture studios in taking a complete un- 
known and building him into stardom from scratch. 

In short, Rod Lauren is the recording industry's 
new guinea pig. And the boy knows it. 

“They tell me,” he says, “that I have the type of 
personality that appeals to girls. Matter of fact, girls 
make me nervous. But if they like me well enough to 
buy my records—well, then, I guess I can earn enough 
money to become an actor. That’s what I really want.” 

In Tracy, Calif., where Rod’s mother teaches in 
Jefferson Grammar School and his father works for 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, the feeling is that the 
boy would be better off becoming a dentist. 

Says one of the townsfolk: “Somehow, it just ain't 
right for a young fella to make a livin’ by makin’ girls 
go wild about his singin’.” .

CLIFTON, TEX. 

HEARD SOMEONE say once that he’d rather die than 

I live as half a man. You might say I’m half a man. 

I’m missing two legs and one arm, and even my left ear 
is gone. But I chose to live, incomplete as I am. 

It is a different life. There’s no more climbing poles 
to work on power lines—the only job I’ve known for 
30 years. There’s no more walking home in the eve- 
nings, or playing ball in the street with the kids, or 
sneaking through the brush to get a good shot at a 
squirrel. But it is still a life worth while. 

I know my doctors expected me to die, especially 
after infection kept setting in. 

I know my wife, as she watched me lose one limb 
after another, didn’t give me much of a chance either. 

And probably most certain that I was a goner was 


—, 


James Brooks, a young lineman who was there when 
33,000 volts hit me. He and I were working a pole 
together at Perryton, in the Texas Panhandle, and I 
guess I brushed against the line as I reached for a tool. 
Three flashes ran up my back, Brooks said, and left 
me hanging there, burning like a torch, nearly 50 
feet off the ground. : 

Brooks scrambled up the pole and broke the elec- 
trical contact with what we call a “hot stick.” Then 
he beat out the flames in my clothing and hair and 
gave me pole-top artificial respiration. After he got me 
breathing, he and a couple of other linemen who had 
been summoned lowered me to the ground. They had 
to resume artificial respiration until an ambulance ar- 
rived 30 minutes later. 

I don’t remember any of this, of course. In fact, I re- 


member very little of the first six weeks after the acci- 
dent. But Jim Brooks and the others gave me my 
chance. Once they got me into the hospital, the battle 
to live was pretty much up to me. 

I just determined that I wasn’t going to die. 

Heck, I'd been faced with challenges all my life. 
Being a lineman is a challenge—if you don’t think so, 
you ought to try climbing a high pole in a sleet storm 
and working a line while it’s hot. 

Death was the biggest challenge, certainly. I didn’t 
like fighting it. But I wasn’t about to become a quitter 
at the age of 58. 

I won't say I never thought about letting .it get the 
best of me. I think any man with one limb after an- 
other being cut off would wonder whether life was 
really worth it.

During those weeks I lay there on my right side 
[ thought about my fyture, about how I would have to 
lean on Anna instead of her on me, about all the 
trouble I'd be to other people. 

I worried about what sort of work I could do. My 
son Tommy suggested we start a business of our own 
wiring houses. I told him I couldn't be climbing into 
attics, but he said he could do that and I could instal] 
the switches and outlets. 

My wife kept saying slre could kéep me busy feeding 
chickens, raising calves, and taking care of our chukars 
and turkeys. But I knew my son and my wife were try- 
ing to make up jobs for a crippled man who couldn't 
do anything else. I'd been too active, too used to de- 
pending on myself, to sit in a wheel chair and let some- 
one else do the work—and fabricated work at that. 


Sunday Dinner 


One of my biggest boosts came the day R. L. Bowen, 
president of Community Public Service Co., the outfit 
| work for, came to see me. He told me I was expected 
back at work, doing a job that was useful. 

But work was not all I had to live for. Before I got 
hurt, all our kids—three daughters and a son—and 
grandchildren would gather every Sunday at our house 
for dinner. Then we would have a red hot croquet 
game in our big side yard. 

When I didn’t know if I would live or die, I'd think 
about those Sundays. I’d even think of Buster, our dog. 
They tell me that while I was in the hospital, he’d come 
in the house looking all over for me. He never had 
come in before, but now that I’m back I have trouble 
getting that old hound outside. 

These thoughts gave me courage as I faced my big 
challenge. Not that my battle was mine alone. The 
doctors and nurses were wonderful. I required 28 
blood transfusions, and 90 people from Clifton—a town 
of less than 2,000—drove 75 miles to Fort Worth to 
donate. 

One of them was Charley Rummel, who got blasted 
at the Rapido River by German machine guns in 1944 
—and had lost two legs. He also came to visit to prove 
that a man can get around without legs. Later he said 
I acted so anxious to try those wooden legs out he 
thought I was going to ask to borrow his. 

But to get my own legs and the practice I needed 
using them, I was moved to a hospital in Dallas. I 
spent five months there. I got to the point where I 
could walk two or three hours at a time. My wife and 
I even climbed the steps to the roof so we could get a 
good view of Dallas. One of the young doctors said, 

“You never cease to amaze me.” But I was just anxious 
to get back home and to living. 

The day after the final finish was put on my legs, 
I went back to work. I had been off 10 months and 
five days. Some people think I returned to work pretty 
fast, but they just don’t know how eager I was. 

Sure, I’m not a lineman any more but I do think I 
perform useful work. I repair and test electric meters. 
I told the company I didn’t want charity, I wanted a 
real job. I worked eight hours a day from the start. 

I won’t pretend things are just the same as they 
were, I sit down more than I used to. I have an electric 
wheelchair that I use just as much as my cane and my 
two artificial legs.

I use the wheelchair when I go hunting. I rigged up 
a pipe, pulley, and rope contraption to help me hold 
my 20-gauge shotgun.
